College Spinsters 


it seem s that college women remain 
single these 
days. This was news to us, but we have It on the 
authority of Dr. Katharine Bement Davis, for ten years 
•ecretary of the New York Bureau of Social H ygiene. 
And from Dr. Davis there also comes the result of 
• survey she has just completed which informs us, in 
•evcral thousand words, why college 
women 
fall 
to 
marry. 


Women are not less attractive because of their col­ 
lege education, Dr. Davis em phatically maintains. De- 
•Ire for a career deterred only two per cent from tak­ 
ing husbands, we learn from her survey, while less 
than one per cent preferred freedom to marriage. 
Dr. Davis has based her findings on replies to ques­ 
tions sent to 1,200 college women. The returns were 
anonymous, of course, so that the 
Individuals 
would 
not he restrained by embarrassment. 
“Never met the right man" was the answer that ac­ 
counted for more than 28 per cent of the spinsters. 
As proof that college women do not lack in attrac­ 
tiveness Dr. Davis announced that only one In twenty 
definitely said she had never had an offer of marriage, 
while more than a third had been engaged or were 
engaged at the time of the report. 
Lack of social opportunities to meet men was said 
to have been the lot of only a very few. Some of the 
(other reasons noted on the questionnaire for not mar­ 
rying included the following: 
“In love with a man I could not marry," 9 per cent; 
“Never In love with any man, 8 per cent; “Lack of op­ 
portunity to meet men," 4.8 per cent; “Too shy—not 
attractive to mon," 2 per cent; “Never loved man who 
asked, and men I loved never asked," 1.9 per cent; 
“Marriage never appealed to me," 1.6 per cent; “Fear of 
child bearing,” 2 per cent. 
It Is interesting to note that eighteen per cent of the 
college women declared they would never marry, un­ 
der any circumstances and regardless of the man In 
tbe case, while 68 per cent of them regretted unequi­ 
vocally their single state, and the remaining 14 per cent 
w ere undecided.

Leisure Problem 


This modern craze for education seem s to he going 
pretty far. 
One m anifestation Is an Adult Education 
Association, of which Newton D. Baker, former secretary 
of war, Is president. 
It has nothing much to do with 
Am ericanizing immigrants or helping grown-up natives 
to make a living. 
The purpose is explained In this 
way by Mildred Chadsey, director of the association: 
People now’ have more leisure than they ever had 
before. 
That comes from shorter hours In industrial 
and labor-saving devices in the home. 
Men and women 
are set free to do what they like for some hours every 
day. 
Thus the labor problem is being solved. 
But In Its 
place arises a "leisure problem.” 
W hat la to be done 
with the free time? 
“Theatres, m ovies, sports and other activities thrive 
by reason of Increased leisure. But It is Important that 
not all leisure be spent, in amusements." 
Her organization, she says, has made a remarkable 
discovery—an amazing and hopeful one, she thinks. 
It 
Is that “most people have an insatiable desire for knowl­ 
edge.’’ They have m enial curiosity. 
They want to know’ 
things. 
Given a fair chance, they will choose to use 
their leisure not for idle dissipation, but for self-im ­ 
provement. 
They sopn com e to realize that “there is 
pleasure in cultural activities as well as in the more con­ 
ventional amusements.." 
Perhaps there really 
Is 
fun 
in 
literature, 
music, 
•cience. philosophy, etc, 
There ought to be, for people 
who haven't gone dead from the neck up since they left

The cyclopedia of Horticulture states th at there 
are 30 species of the genus Buxus. The species of box 
widely planted Is Buxus Setnpervlrens, the common box­ 
tree. This in turn has 13 different varieties. The dwarf 
variety of Buxus Setnpervlrens— Suffrutlcosa—is most 
widely used where sm all growth Is desired.

How was oil formed originally? B. B.

The Geological Survey says that tho organic theory 
of the origin of petroleum is m ost generally accepted. 
Crude petroleum of paraffin base Is believed to be 
formed of vegetable debris and petroleum 'of asphaltic 
base Is believed to he formed of organic m atter contain­ 
ing a large proportion of animal m atter. Substantially 
the same products are obtained from petroleum of either 
base except asphalt which Is obtained from asphaltic pe­ 
troleum only and paraffin wax which Is obtained from 
paraffinaceous petroleum. Faraffinaceous petroleum con­ 
tains a larger proportion of kerosene, gasoline, and other 
high gravity products than asphaltic petroleum.

The popular Idea is that cataract 
is a “.skin over the eye. a film of some 
sort that shuts out sight.

Back of the colored part of the eye. 
behind the pupil is a structure called 
the "crystalline lens.” 
In health, the 
lens is as clear and transparent as a 
w ell polished spectacle lens. 
It is 
not visible through the pupil, It is as 
readily seen through as a piece of 
plate glass.

If the “crystalline len s” loses ifs 
transparency, 
if 
It 
becomes 
milky 
and cloudy then there is a condition I 
which w e call cataract. Lark of clea r-1 
ness of the lens, no m atter what its 
cause m ay be, is cataract. 
Tho ordinary form of cataract Is 
called 
“senile cataract." 
It Is 
so 
called because It com es in advanced 
life and is one of the symptoms of old 
age. 
But once in a great while a baby Is 
born with cataract in one or both 
eyes. 
This is congenital cataract. 
W hy does it com e to afflict a tiny 
baby ? 
Before the infant is born, while ll 
Is being carried close to its mother's 
heart, it is absolutely dependent on 
its 
m other 
for 
nourishm ent 
and 
growth. 
U nless her health Is good 
and all her functions are p erfect the 
unborn babe is in danger. 
If for 
som e 
reason there 
is 
ill 
health five or six months before the 
baby Is born, one of the possible con 
sequences is to have the nourishment 
of the tiny eye Interfered with and 
haziness of tho lens in consequence. 
Then the baby is born with cataract. 
The eye is a rem arkable structure. 
It 
Is 
delicately 
and 
wonderfully 
made. 
The chief blood supply of the 
Interior of the eye com es from a big 
artery which perforates the back of 
the eyeball and spreads out over the 
interior surface of the eye. 
In the very early stages of the 
developm ent of the Infant, a branch 
of this artery stretches across the 
space in the back part of the eye­ 
ball. 
It is like a strand of cable and 
is called the “hyaloid artery." 
It Is the function of the hyaloid 
artery 
to 
supply nourishment 
and 
building m aterial for w hat is to be 
the crystalline lens. 
So rapid and 
perfect is the developm ent that a few 
months before the baby's birth, the 
eye and crystalline lens are 
com ­ 
plete. 
Then the hyaloid artery dries 
up and disappears. 
Unfortunately, the bad health of 
tho m other or som e accidental thing 
may interfere w ith this activity of 
tho hyaloid artery. 
In consequence 
tho lens m ay be im perfect or scarred. 
Then we have congenital cataract and 
the baby Is born blind o rpartlally 
blind. 
W hat can be done about it? 
The eye can be “needled.” 
A fine 
needle Is thrust into the eyeball, the 
baby being anaesthetized. The sim ple 
operation 
perm its the fluid of the 
eye to enter the lens substance to dis­ 
solve and absorb. 
After tw o or three 
such treatm ents, the opacity is gone 
and there Is notihug to prevent sight. 
■When the child grows older glasses 
m ust be worn to do w hat the crystal­ 
line lens would do lf It were present 
and norm al. 
Focusing of the objects 
la needed, of course, and if the eye 
can’t do this, glasses will he required. 
Congenital cataract is a misfortune, 
but, as you see, its effects can be 
overcome. 
Many happy persons have 
gone through life with no greater af­ 
fliction th an the need of glasses, In 
spite of he fact th a t they were born 
w ith cataract.
